SCOUTING 


Scouting consists of driving/walking by a house and taking note of of a few 
things: 

-The general state of the house (is it older or newer, is it boarded up, 
holes in the roof, broken windows) 

-Signs of recent activity (is the lawn overgrown or cut, is the mailbox 
overflowing with mail, are there garbage cans out, vehicles parked in the 
drive way/in front of, are there lights on, can you hear the beep of a fire alarm 
with a low battery) 

-Concealment (is there a fence? Is there foliage concealment from the 
street/neighbors, are neighbors close or far away, is the driveway/walkway 
made of gravel, is there a street light near it) 


You can do all of this without stepping foot on the property, but if you want 
to, going up to the door and taping with and checking back in a week to see of the 
tape is disturbed is also useful, although this might get you into it with nosy 
neighbors (which would be good to know anyway) or possibly get you a 
warning/citation/arrested for trespassing (at the discretion of which ever asshole 
cop finds you).
